Only 13 tne nniver=e garnished 
ritb beauty and crowded with glory ao- 
:ordiagasiho eje and mind pot these 
hings into it. L cannot say, however, 
hat tho hereof this evening la that ideal 
lero at whose Bbnno my hands are up- 
.ttcdondmy head bowed down. Both 
his life and his literature lie too wide 
open to criticism upon that moat vital 
aide—the moral. Yet, as Dr. Johnson 
said of Goldsmitn when a messenger 
jurst into his presence announcing toe 
death of tbe favorite, so eay I ot Burns, 
'iet votbiefailinys bf remcrnbeied. HB 
was a tern Sreat alal1 •' 
A muca greater man mdted than is 


commonly supposed. High as is the 
niche within tco graduated ecale of gen- 
ius to which his name has boen lifted, 
justice, I think, sball not have been done 
nim until it has been lifted higher, Ho 
is ccmmocly thought of as merely a poet, 
but those who knew him personally have 
.•ecorded tho assertion that "poetry was 
not his forte;'that tho brilliancy ot the 
poet was quite eclipsed by that ot the 
conversationalist. Most cutting invco- 
tives, ready repartee, wit end humor, 
oihness ot tojcuc, enthusiasm of manner, 
a rich, sonorous voice most musically 
modulateO, a countenance full ot anima- 
tion and ever varying expression, espec- 
oially the eye, that now was soft and ten- 
der as afawn'p, and now glistened -upon 
you or stabbed into you like 'a stack of 
Bayonets'; eo uniquely and pra-ominont- 
ly did he combino all these tbat into 
whatever company be came, literate or 
illiterate, lordly or plebeian, all eyes at 
once were riveted upon him, and by uni- 
versal consent or natural appointment 
ho was immediately leader, bo bewitch- 
ing the spell of bis presence and his 
speech that, even before he had become 
a lion, whou he onme Into to an inn the 


wero no match for him in discussion; 
that "mother wif'of which I have spoken 
made ahort work ot their subtleties. Not 
his short cut academic career which left 
him his freshness, simplicity, originality 
and fire—not this do 1 mourn, but his 
incessant grinding toil and harrowing 
oare. 
John tfiske, in his essay upon 


Darwin, assigns very good reasons why 
tbe devotee ot science should-be released 
from all bread and bniter anxieties; and 
how much stronger reasons might.be as- 
signed why tbb followers ot the muses 
should be thus relieved? - Alas! Ales! 
Poor Brims! ''Chill penury" has re- 
pressed tbe nobls rage of many a poet 
besides him, but eurely rone to tbe aama 
degree. Much ae he has written, and 
some of it hardly surpassed in any liter- 
ature, how mucn.more had it been had 
the Fates assigned him even an average 
litelot. His shoulders stooping low un- 
der heaviest burdens, his bauds forever 
in the muck ot mind-cramping occupa- 
tions, the dismal howl of tbo wolf never 
far from hie door, and tho loud rap, rap 
oSthe bailiff's oane actually upon it- 
how I do marvel that a mind thus onr- 
detied and beclouded should, even oc- 
casionally, be visited by such fairy fan- 
cies and beautiful forms as tiit through 
all ha has written. 


But I find in Eobert Burrs much 


more to excite my admiration than mere 
talent 
He had a heart as well as a head. 


A u:an ot the finest feelings was he, 
strong of eoul, rugged and thoroughly 
masculine, he was also exceeding tender. 
Upon no sorrow did he ever gaze with 
eyes unmoistened. ' Ho caused others 
pain indeed but never intentionally. He 
was a true friend—a passionate lover.^ OC 
course he was a "good hater' 
t^o. Tna 


one you cannot hava without tb e other, 
for which reason I suppose it was that 
Dr. Johnson exclaimed, ''Give mo a good 
hater." Ho was also among the manliest 
of men-strong in tho kneeo was l.e, 
straight in the neck, and his dauntless 
eye asked never protection of tho hd 
whatever confronted it—duke or devil. 
Moreover he was sincere to tbe centre- 
most fibre of his heart of hearts. Never 
man more abhorred and shunned meni- 


The Key. Jose;* Waite delivered the 


address of tbe evening. 


"When your genial president requested 


me to speak to you hero to-night," he 
said, "disputing voices at once were 
heard within tbe councils of the mind. 
The majority cried "no" very emphatic- 
ally and decisively; but one, indeed, cried 
"yes", yet the ory of that one was so per- 
sistent and eo persuasive as to drown the 
opposing chorus and eject frora tho lips 
an early consent. It was my sincere and 
ardent admiration for the man whose 
memory, to-night, we honor and per- 
petuate. 
I am fond of a hero; am to sotno degree 


indeed a hero-worshipper. 
While 


servants si'toally awoke their fellows to 
see and bear, exclaiming, 'never man 
spake like this man.' 
From the brilliant conversationalist to 


the brilliant orator it is only a step, and 
nature took that Etop also when ehe 
fashioned 
tho 
immeasurable 
soul 


of 
Burns. 
Excepting, however, the 


tho debating society which be instituted 
for tho improvement ot himself and his 
youthful compeere, opportunity for de- 
velopment and proof of oratorical capa- 
bility he loucd none. Indeed, ho found 
almost no opportunity for expansion and 
expression at any o£ hia gilts. I com- 
pliment iiud gratulalo Nature exeeeeioRly 
upon tho making ot this man, bat I quar- 
rel with Her aud cannot be reconciled 
because oC tiio wretched environment in 
which sbe put him. Oat of place was he 
from hifj very birth. 
"Never, perhaps," 


ssj'b Taine moet truly, "was so much tal- 
ect and so much misery linked together." 
If evi r Peguasua descended from his star 
jonrn<?>ii!Gfito ernah hia shoulder in tbe 
collar and foil his hoots in the furrow, 
surely it, was in this case. Not a dis- 
pareRiag syllabic would I utter coDcarn- 
ing tbe "land ot brown heath and shagKy 
wood" which gave him birth,—especially 
here to-night—yet J cannot repress the 
wish, "U, that this potential spirit had 
been assigned ilis career in froe America 
where, perhaps ae noivhere fc-lee, the di- 
vine Rorm within every man finds room 
for fullest, unhindered expansion!' Then 
do I behold him like Tonnvsou's

her praiEea it is after all you notice her 
"banks and braee," her heather ami 
thorn, her streams nnd songsters that he 
loves and not her government and insti- 
tutions. Against thaso lie was e ror in 
thought and speech most violently in re- 
volt. Indeed had tho times been ripe 
for revolution hera was the ideal leader 
of that revolution. 
As it was he was 


branded "a Jacobite." eyed suspiciously 
by governmental detectives, could get no 
promotion in tho exoisn, and more than 
once was on tho point of losing tho pau- 
per's post ho had. Somuthiog very sig- 
nificant ia there in the menacing manner 
in which he admonishes Ilia rulers ot 
"auld Scotia" to remova certain ob- 
noxious 
restrictions and repressions.
